Short Title and 
Interpretation. 


1. This Ordinance may be cited as the Correction of

tion of Land Registers Ordinance, *102(5 (hereinafter referred 
to as the Principal Ordinance) and this Ordinance may together 
he cited as the Correction of Land Registers Ordinance, 1026. 


Order for regis¬ 
tration where no 
adverse claim. 


2. Section 8 of the Principal Ordinance is hereby repealed 
and the following shall he substituted therefor: 


“If no adverse claim is made within four months of the 
publication of the application, or such extended time as the 
Director may prescribe, the Director may order that the interest 
claimed shall be registered in the official registers in the name 
of the applicant, on payment of such fees as may be prescribed 
bv Regulation hereunder**.
